Board was then called upon to decide 
whether the drafts should bo classed 
a sagrlcultural paper eligible for re- 
discount at Federal Reserve Ranks 
with a maturity up to six months or 
should bo classed as commercial pa- 
per eligible for rediscount only whin 
Its maturity date is not In excess of 
ninety days. 

The board ruled that where the 
drafts complied In other respect* with 
tho requirements of the law, and the 
board's regulations, that the drafts 
should be claused as agricultural pa- 
per and as such would be eligible for 
rediscount by a bank that was a mem- 
ber of tho Federal Reserve System 
with a Federal Reserve Dank for a 
period not In excess of six months. If 
the cooperative association had been 
the purchaser of the tobacco Instead 
o ftho agent of the members in the 
sale of the tobacco .the ruling would 
have been otherwise, and the drafts 
would have been classed as commer- 
cial paper, and as such would only 
have been eligible for rediscount with 
a maturity not In excess of nlnty days. 

Department specialists In farm fin- 
ance believe that the method employ- 
ed b ythe tobacco growers' association 
would be found of value by other co- 
operative associations, especially when 
used In connection with receipts for 
agricultural products issued by ware- 
houses licensed under the Federal 
warehouse act.

Undiminished inetn- 
clency through the disuse or misuse of 
woman's newly acquired power will 
be a great disappointment not only to 
the women who workked for the bal- 
lot, but quite as much to the forward- 
looking men whose votes gave to 
women political freedom. 

In order tbnt women may together 
study problems of government and 
how best to co-operate to secure the 
realization of their hopes and aspira- 
tions for good government, when the 
passage and ratification of the Fed- 
eral suffrage amendment was near the 
goal, the National League of Women 
Voters was formed. There are now 
branch organizations in every state 
and the Kentucky League is busily en- 
deavoring to establish leagues in 
overy county with the purpose of mak- 
ing every woman an Intelligent voter. 
The league is absolutely non-partisan 
and urges every woman to enroll in 
the political party of her choice. The 
function of the league is to. make her 
a good American citizen and an effi- 
cient factor for good government in 
the party with which she affiliates. 

We shall hoar also of the fourth 
region conference of women voters 
soon to be held in Chicago. Kentucky 
I belongs to the fourth region so every 
I Kentucky woman is Interested in this 
conference. In the spring in Baltimore 
I will be held the annual convention of 
| the National League of Women Voters 
to which women representatives from 
| all countries on the western hemis- 
phere have been Invited, thus consti 
tutlng the first Pan-American assem- j 
bly of women. In the league of women 
voters there Is power for good in 
municipal, county, state, national and 
international affairs. Kvery woman 
wishes to help realize these possibili- 
ties. Be at the court house at 2 
o'clock Saturday.
